of the 
statute laws, to say nothing of the 
laws of Him whom some of them 
profess to follow. 
It is no mere 
class hostiiity that gives momen­ 
tum to the efforts to regulate ru th­ 
less competition. Confused alarms 
and fantastic remedies are not in­ 
frequent. 
Legislators attack one 
thing in the same breath that they 
admit the evil lies in something 
different. But under whatever con­ 
fusion and whatever unfair preju­ 
dice there may be, lies the un­ 
escapable truth that for centuries 
the human race has been contriv­ 
ing penalties for crimes committed 
by the poor, and has done little 
toward arranging for the punish­ 
ment of the rich. 
Petty larceny 
receives at least as much attention 
as it deserves from the machinery 
of justice, but a man may go 
through life giving huge bribes, 
thinly disguised, to get him special 
privileges, 
arranging corners in 
wheat or cotton, or contriving mo­ 
nopolies which by law make him 
a criminal, and he is in small 
danger either from officers of ju s t­ 
ice or from the social powers. 
It 
is because great theft is so much 
safer and more respectable than 
smaller theft that so much well­ 
founded mral feeling enters into 
the agit! .on for stricter regulation 
of what we call capital.

A FEW FACTS ABOUT BASEBALL. 
Much is said about baseball and 
many interesting facts are know® 
concerning the game, but I will 
publish here a few facts that are 
possibly new to some members of 
the corps. 
Baseball was first played in the 
’gO’s or ’40’a, the first club being 
formed in New York, and this club 
called themselves the 
Knicker­ 
bockers. 
The first matched game was 
played at Hoboken, N. Y., June 19, 
1846, and the first rules governing 
baseball were drawn up in New 
York in 1857. 
We are now about ready to form 
a company baseball league, so let’s 
see 
when the first 
league was 
formed. 
It was also in New \ ork 
in 1857, that city’s team winning 
the championship the 
following 
season, 1858. 
The first trophy was given by 
the New York Clipper in 18451 and 
the first salaried team was Cin­ 
cinnati, in 1868. 
The first glove 
that was used was by one of the 
the Cincinnati Reds, Douglas Alli­ 
son, in 1886, and the first mask 
used was invented by FAV.Thayer 
of H arvard and was used by the 
Harvard team of 1876. 
We have now seen how the game 
was brought to prominence, so let’s 
have a few facte about how the 
game has progressed. 
The Professional National Asso­ 
ciation was formed in 1871, the 
National League in 1876, the Amer­ 
ican Association 
in 
1881, 
bul 
lasted only ten years. 
However, 
this league was the first to award 
the series to the team having the 
best p e r c e n ta ge. 
The Players’ 
League was formed in 1890, but 
disbanded in 1892. while the other 
most important league of today, 
(excepting the National) the Amer­ 
ican, was formed 
in 
1894, with 
Bon Johnson as president. 
The first I toO game ever played 
was between Chicago and Bt. Louis 
in 1875, and the largest crowd that 
ever witnessed a game was 40,000 
people, and that was in Philadel­ 
phia, October I. 1886. 
The longest throw known was 
made by 
Ed Crane— 135 yards 
(405 feet) in 1884. 
Larry Twitch- 
ell, now of Columbus, beat it two 
feet, but no official claim was- made 
of it. 
The record for base running is 
13 I-5 seconds and was made by 
Marty Hogan of Indianapolis in 
1895.* 
The largest number of games 
credited to one player in a single 
season was S. I-. Thompson of De­ 
troit, in 1887. 
The longest g a m e ever played 
was twenty-five innings, and waj 
between Fargo and Devil’s L ake, 
J 6ly 18, 1891: score 0 to 0. 
The 
second longest game was played in 
Boston between Harvard and Man­ 
chester, N. H- The score was 0 tot); 
I twenty-four innings. 
The third 
longest game was played at Taco­ 
ma. Wash., between Tacoma and 
Seattle: twenty-two innings, score 
0 to 5 in favor of Tacoma. 
The first world's championship 
games were played between Prov­ 
idence and the Metropolitans in 
1894, Providence winning three 
straights. 
The greatest record of long-dist­ 
ance hitting was made by Ted 
Sullivan’s Paris team in the Texas 
League during the season of 1903 
1 n one game on 
the Corsicana 
grounds the Paris team made nine 
home runs, Bateman getting four, 
Wolfe three, Welsh one, and Wel­ 
ter one.—The Battalion.
